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INTRODUCTION 


This  publication  contains  brief  summaries  of  legislation  affecting  local  government,  enacted 
during  the  155th  regular  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  A  total  of  132  acts  of  interest  to 
Pennsylvania’s  communities  are  reported. 

ACTS  OF  1971  is  divided  into  twelve  topics;  which  are  listed  in  the  table  of  contents. 
The  units  of  local  government  which  each  act  affects  generally  are  included  in  its  title.  If  an 
act  does  not  directly  affect  any  particular  unit  of  local  government  but  is  of  general  interest, 
it  has  been  assigned  a  heading  which  reflects  its  content. 

Acts  are  arranged  within  each  topic  area  according  to  the  units  of  government  affected.

Acts  are  arranged  within  each  unit  of  local  government  in  ascending  order  by  act  number. 
Acts  of  general  interest  are  arranged  alphabetically  by  heading,  and  follow  those  grouped  by 
local  government  unit. 

Acts  which  have  a  significant  bearing  in  more  than  one  topic  area  are  reported  in  each 
pertinent  topic  by  means  of  cross  references.  Reference  listings  of  an  act  consist  of  the  heading, 
a  brief  statement  of  subject  matter,  and  the  page  where  the  act  is  reported  in  full. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience,  the  date  of  approval  by  the  Governor  and  the  effective  date 
of  each  act  are  included  within  the  basic  information  presented  about  each  act.  The  effective 
date  listed  is  based  upon  the  Department’s  interpretation  of  the  Statutory  Construction  Act  (1937 
P.L.  1019,  amended  Act  20  of  1969;  46  P.S.  504). 

The  citations  (P.S.)  appearing  after  the  synopses  of  Acts  in  this  publication  are  to  Purdon’s 
Pennsylvania  Statutes  Annotated,  published  and  copyrighted  by  the  West  Publishing  Company, 
St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  To  the  extent  that  pamphlet  supplements  to  Purdon’s  Statutes  had  been 
received  as  of  the  date  of  publication  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  the  citations  are  derived  from  those 
pamphlets.  Citations  for  several  later  new  Acts  or  new  sections  of  Acts  were  provided  on  request

by  the  West  Publishing  Company;  citations  for  amendments  to  other  existing  statutes  were  supplied 
by  the  staff  of  the  Bureau  of  Policy  Planning  and  Information.  Some  citations  have  been 
considerably  condensed  because  of  the  complexity  of  the  legislation;  a  few,  unavailable  at  the 
time  of  publication,  have  been  omitted.  The  citations  are  included  in  the  Acts  of  1971  primarily 
to  save  time  for  local  government  officials  and  others  who  have  access  to  Purdon’s  Statutes  and 
who  wish  to  read  the  texts  of  particular  Acts  or  to  know  which  statutes  or  sections  have  been 
amended.  We  gratefully  acknowledge  the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  the  West  Publishing 
Company;  the  editor  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  however,  assumes  responsibility  for  any  errors  which 
may  appear  in  these  citations. 

Three  indices  appear  at  the  end  of  this  volume:  one  indicating  the  page  on  which  a  summary 
of  each  Act  can  be  found,  one  by  unit  of  local  government,  and  one  by  subject. 

It  should  be  noted  that  these  summaries  are  necessarily  brief  and  that  these  and  the  other 
information  contained  herein  do  not  represent  legal  opinion.

Act  94  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  School  Districts,  Authorities 

and  their  commissions,  boards  or  agencies 

(H.B.  1448,  P#  1696)  Approved:  8-31-71  Effective:  8-31-71 

A  new  Act. 

Exempts  from  State  and  local  taxes  all  bonds  and  notes,  their  transfer  and 
their  income,  issued  by  the  State,  any  public  authority,  commission,  board 
or  other  agency  created  by  a  political  subdivision,  except  that  any  such 
obligation  subject  to  inheritance  and  estate  taxation  shall  continue  to  be 
subject  to  those  taxes.  72  P.S.  4752  —  1,2 


Act  72  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  School  Districts,  Authorities, 

governmental  agencies,  boards,  commissions 

(S.B.  383,  P#  1037)  Approved:  8-6-71  Effective:  11-1-71 

A  new  Act. 

Standardizes  procedures  for  pledging  assets  to  secure  public  funds  of  the 
Commonwealth,  any  political  subdivision,  or  any  State  or  municipal  agency, 
authority,  board,  commission  or  instrumentality;  permits  depositories  of  public 
funds  to  pledge  assets  to  secure,  and  to  account  for,  such  deposits  on  a  pooled 
basis  unless  instructed  otherwise  by  the  public  body;  establishes  the  provisions 
of  U.S.  Treasury  circular  No.  92  as  the  standards  for  determining  the  types, 
amounts,  and  valuation  of  pledged  assets  except  that  obligations  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  its  public  bodies  shall  be  valued  at  face  value;  authorizes 
the  appointment  of  banks  or  trust  companies  as  custodians  of  pledged  assets 
unless  disapproved  by  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency  or  the  State 
Department  of  Banking;  requires  reports  by  depositories  and  custodians  upon 
request  of  the  appropriate  public  bodies;  requires  that  if  the  custodian  is  the 
trust  department  of  a  depository  bank,  it  shall  be  responsible  for  determining 
the  validity  and  adequacy  of  pledged  assets;  repeals  all  inconsistent  acts  or 
parts  of  acts.

(S.B.  660,  P#  906)  Approved:  6-29-71  Effective:  6-29-71 

Amends  1970  P.L.  485  (Act  165),  which  removed  statutory  limits  on  interest 
rates  paid  by  State  and  local  governments  and  most  authorities  on  bonds, 
obligations  or  indebtedness  issued  during  fiscal  year  1970-71. 
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Extends  the  provisions  of  the  act  until  June  30,  1972,  and  adds  bonds, 
obligations  or  indebtedness  issued  under  the  provisions  of  the  Urban 
Redevelopment  Law,  1945  P.L.  991.  72  P.S.  4051 


Act  31  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  Authorities,  School  Districts 

(S.B.  37,  P#  787)  Approved:  7-9-71  Effective:  7-9-71 

Adds  Section  2403  (h)  to  the  Administrative  Code,  1929  P.L.  177. 

Authorizes  the  Department  of  Property  and  Supplies  and  any  other 
administrative  department  authorized  to  make  direct  purchases,  to  permit  any 
political  subdivision  or  authority  created  by  a  political  subdivision  to 
participate  in  or  purchase  of  purchase  contracts  for  materials,  supplies  and 
equipment  entered  into  by  the  Department,  on  condition  that  the  political 
subdivision  or  authority  file  with  the  Department  a  certified  copy  of  an 
ordinance  or  resolution  requesting  to  be  authorized  to  participate,  agreeing 
that  it  will  be  bound  by  terms  and  conditions  prescribed  by  the  Department, 
and  agreeing  that  it  will  be  responsible  for  payment  directly  to  the  vendor 
under  each  contract;  exempts  political  subdivisions  and  authorities  from 
existing  statutory  requirements  governing  competitive  bidding  and  execution 
of  contracts  with  respect  to  purchases  under  this  Act;  and  requires  that  all 
prices  shall  be  FOB  destination.  71  P.S.  633  (h) 


Act  97  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  Authorities 

(H.B.  860,  P#  949)  Approved:  8-31-71  Effective:  8-31-71, 

retroactive  to  3-10-70 

Amends  Section  2(b)  of  the  Public  Utility  Realty  Tax  Act,  1970  P.L.  168 
(Act  66,  amended  1970  Act  273). 

Excludes  a  municipality  or  municipality  authority  furnishing  public  utility 
services  from  the  definition  of  “public  utility”;  exempts  any  municipality  or 
municipality  authority  furnishing  any  public  utility  services  from  the  public 
utility  tax.  72  P.S.  3272-3 


Act  34  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  School  Districts 

(S.B.  150,  P#  150)  Approved:  7-9-71  Effective:  9-7-71 
A  new  Act. 

Implements  Article  VIII,  Section  2(b)  (iii)  of  the  Constitution;  permits  each 
county,  city,  borough,  incorporated  town,  township  or  school  district,  by 
ordinance  or  resolution,  to  exempt  from  real  property  taxation  the  assessed 
valuation  of  improvements  to  deteriorated  properties  within  deteriorated 
neighborhoods,  according  to  optional  schedules.  Each  taxing  authority,  or  two 
or  more  taxing  authorities  jointly,  to  implement  the  tax  exemption  provisions, 
must  determine  the  boundaries  of  a  deteriorated  neighborhood  or 
neighborhoods,  must  hold  at  least  one  public  hearing  at  which 
recommendations  are  to  be  received  from  interested  public  and  private  agencies

and  individuals  according  to  specific  criteria,  and  the  ordinance  or  resolution 
must  describe  the  neighborhood,  the  cost  of  improvements  per  dwelling  unit 
to  be  exempted,  and  the  exemption  schedule.  Options  are  provided  for  a 
ten-year  schedule,  with  100  per  cent  exemption  the  first  year  and  reductions 
by  10  per  cent  each  subsequent  year,  or  a  five-year  schedule  with  annual 
20  per  cent  reductions.  Limitations  are  to  be  included  in  the  ordinance  or 
resolution  at  lesser  multiples  of  $1,000,  but  may  not  exceed  $10,000  for 
improvements  constructed  during  1971;  thereafter  the  limit  is  to  be  the 
previous  year’s  maximum  multiplied  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau’s  New 
One-Family  Houses  Price  Index.  The  exemption  may  not  be  terminated  by 
transfer  of  the  property;  the  improvement  may  not  be  considered  in  assessing 
other  properties  during  the  exemption  period;  an  exemption  request  must  be 
submitted  on  a  form  provided  by  the  taxing  authority  at  the  time  the  owner 
secures  a  building  permit  or  at  the  commencement  of  construction,  and  the 
assessment  agency  is  required  to  assess  the  improvement  separately  and  notify 
the  owner  and  the  taxing  authority  of  the  reassessment  and  the  amounts 
eligible  for  exemption;  if  the  maximum  exemption  is  less  than  the  statutory 
limit,  it  may  not  be  increased,  nor  may  the  schedule  be  changed,  for  two  years, 
and  such  amendments  may  not  apply  to  exemption  requests  initiated  before 
their  adoption.  72  P.  S.  4711  —  16 

Act  36  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  School  Districts 

(S.B.  152,  P#  152)  Approved:  7-9-71  Effective:  1-1-72, 

except  school 
districts,  7-1-72 

Amends  Section  204  of  the  General  County  Assessment  Law,  1933  P.L.  853. 

Permits  each  county,  city,  borough,  incorporated  town,  township  and  school 
district,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  exempt  from  its  per  capita  or  similar 
head  tax,  occupation  tax  and  occupational  privilege  tax,  or  any  part  of  such 
taxes,  any  person  whose  total  annual  income  from  all  sources  is  less  than 
$2,000;  and  permits  each  taxing  authority  to  adopt  regulations  for  processing 
claims  for  exemptions.  72  P.S.  5020-204 


Act  71  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties,  School  Districts 

(H.B.  1166,  P#  1485)  Approved:  8-6-71  Effective:  8-6-71 

Amends  Section  19  of  the  Local  Tax  Enabling  Act,  1965  P.L.  1257,  amended 
1967  P.L.  527. 

Provides  that  no  more  than  10  per  cent  of  the  wages,  commissions  or 
earnings  of  a  delinquent  taxpayer  or  husband  may  be  deducted  at  any  one 
time  for  delinquent  per  capita,  occupation,  occupational  privilege  and  earned 
income  taxes  and  costs.  53  P.S.  6919 


Act  32  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties  -  Fourth  to  Eighth  Classes, 

School  Districts 

(S.B.  145,  P#  145)  Approved:  7-9-71  Effective:  1-1-72 
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Adds  Section  202  (d)  to  the  Fourth  to  Eighth  Class  County  Assessment  Law, 
1943  P.L.  571. 

Permits  each  county,  city,  borough,  incorporated  town,  township  and  school 
district,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  exempt  from  its  per  capita  or  similar 
head  tax,  occupation  tax  and  occupational  privilege  tax,  or  any  part  of  such 
taxes,  any  person  whose  total  annual  income  from  all  sources  is  less  than 
$2,000;  and  permits  each  taxing  authority  to  adopt  regulations  for  processing 
claims  for  exemptions.  72  P.S.  5452.202  (d) 


Act  33  Cities  -  Second  Class,  Second  Class  A  and  Third  Class,  Boroughs,  Towns, 

Townships  -  First  and  Second  Class,  School  Districts  -  Second,  Third  and 
Fourth  Class 

(S.B.  148,  P#  148)  Approved:  7-9-71  Effective:  1-1-72, 

except  third  and 
fourth  class  school 
districts,  7-1-72 

Amends  the  first  paragraph  of  Section  2  of  the  Local  Tax  Enabling  Act,  1965 
P.L.  1257  (Act  511). 

Permits  each  local  taxing  authority,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  exempt 
from  its  per  capita  or  similar  head  tax,  occupation  tax  and  occupational 
privilege  tax,  or  any  part  of  such  taxes,  any  person  whose  total  annual  income 
from  all  sources  is  less  than  $2,000;  permits  each  taxing  authority  to  adopt 
regulations  for  processing  claims  for  exemptions.  53  P.S.  6902 


Act  91  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties  and  their  instrumentalities 

(S.B.  618,  P#  1176)  Approved:  8-26-71  Effective:  8-26-71 

A  new  Act,  known  as  the  State  Lottery  Law. 

Establishes  within  the  Department  of  Revenue,  a  Division  of  the  State 
Lottery  to  include  a  State  Lottery  Commission  and  a  Director  all  appointed 
by  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senate. 
The  Secretary  of  Revenue  will  operate  and  administer  the  lottery  and 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  for  its  operation.  The  State  Lottery 
Commission  will  advise  the  Secretary  regarding  the  functions  and  operations 
of  the  lottery.  Counties  and  municipalities  and  their  instrumentalities  may 
be  agents  for  the  sale  of  tickets.  All  money  received  from  the  operation  of 
the  lottery  will  be  deposited  in  a  State  Lottery  Fund.  All  money  remaining 
after  payment  of  prizes  and  operating  costs  will  be  transferred  to  the  General 
Fund  through  June  30,  1972;  after  this  date,  such  money  will  remain  in  the 
State  Lottery  Fund  to  be  used  only  for  providing  property  tax  relief  for  the 
elderly  for  taxes  paid  in  1971  and  thereafter  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Act  3  of  1971,  the  Senior  Citizens  Property  Tax  Assistance  Act.  No  State 
or  local  taxes  of  any  kind  may  be  imposed  upon  the  proceeds  of  a  prize 
awarded  by  the  State  lottery.  There  is  appropriated  $1,000,000  for  the 
establishment  of  the  State  Lottery.  72  P.S.  3761--1  to  3761  —  16 
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Act  70 


Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns  and  Townships 


(H.B.  944,  P#  1524)  Approved:  8-6-71  Effective:  8-6-71 
Amends  Section  4  (1)  of  1956  P.L.  1944,  amended  1969  P.L.  255. 

Authorizes  municipalities  to  use  part  of  the  fuels  and  liquid  fuel  tax 
proceeds  for  the  acquisition  and  maintenance  of  street  signs  and  to  use  up 
to  20  per  cent  of  the  total  amount  of  the  tax  allocated  to  them  for  the 
purchase  of  road  machinery  and  equipment.  72  P.S.  2615.4  (1) 


Act  7  Cities  -  First  Class,  School  Districts  -  First  Class 

(H.B.  754,  P#  1358)  Approved:  6-10-71  Effective:  6-10-71, 

authorizes  the  tax 
for  one  year 
beginning  7-1-71 

A  new  Act,  known  as  the  First  Class  School  District  Liquor  Sales  Tax  Act 
of  1971. 

Imposes  a  10  per  cent  tax  on  each  sale  at  retail  of  liquor  and  malt  and 
brewed  beverages  in  school  districts  of  the  first  class  coterminous  with  a  city 
of  the  first  class  (Philadelphia)  if  so  authorized  by  the  city  council;  does  not 
apply  to  purchases  of  liquor  from  a  Pennsylvania  liquor  store  or  the  purchase 
of  malt  or  brewed  beverages  at  retail  from  a  distributor;  the  tax  is  to  be 
collected  from  the  purchaser  by  the  vendor,  and  paid  to  the  School  Revenue 
Commissioner  with  a  return  filed  by  the  25th  of  each  month  for  the  preceding 
month;  the  taxes,  interest  and  penalties  are  to  be  used  by  the  school  district 
for  general  public  school  purposes;  the  Commissioner  is  empowered  to 
prescribe  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  for  administration  and  enforcement.

Act  121  Counties  -  First  Class 

(H.B.  1009,  P#  1522)  Approved:  11-5-71  Effective:  1-4-72 
Amends  Sections  2,  3,  and  4  of  1935  P.L.  326,  amended  1967  P.L.  211. 

Permits  any  county  of  the  first  class  to  contribute  $25.00  toward  the  funeral 
expenses  of  deceased  military  veterans  and  their  widows,  in  addition  to  the 
$75.00  mandatory  contribution.  16  P.S.  8062-4 


Act  37  Counties  -  Second  Class,  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  School  Districts 

within  Second  Class  Counties 

(S.B.  153,  P#  153)  Approved:  7-9-71  Effective:  1-1-72, 

except  school  districts 
other  than  Pittsburgh, 
7-1-72 


Amends  Section  9  of  1939  P.L.  626,  second  class  counties. 
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Permits  each  second  class  county  and  each  city,  borough,  incorporated  town, 
township  and  school  district,  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  exempt  from  its 
per  capita  or  similar  head  tax,  occupation  tax  and  occupational  privilege  tax, 
or  any  part  of  such  taxes,  any  person  whose  total  annual  income  from  all 
sources  is  less  than  $2,000;  and  permits  each  taxing  authority  to  adopt 
regulations  for  processing  claims  for  exemptions.  72  P.S.  5452.9 

Act  124 

Counties  -  Second  Class 

(H.B.  1070,  P#  1190)  Approved:  11-5-71  Effective:  1-4-72 

Adds  Section  1964  to  the  Second  Class  County  Code,  1953  P.L.  723. 

Authorizes  the  county  treasurer  to  invest  surplus  general  and  special  funds 
in  obligations  of  the  Federal,  Commonwealth,  or  Pennsylvania  political 
subdivision  governments  and  in  savings  accounts,  bank  and  trust  companies; 
and  in  prime-rated  commercial  paper  up  to  the  limit  established  by  a  Board 
of  Investment,  comprised  of  the  treasurer,  the  chairman  of  the  county 
commissioners  and  the  controller;  income  from  investments  will  be  placed 
in  the  general  fund.  16  P.S.  4964 

Act  173 

Counties  Second  Class,  Second  Class  A 

(H.B.  1010,  P#  1992)  Approved:  12-29-71  Effective:  2-27-72 

Amends  sections  1970,  2109  (a),  2110  and  2111  of  the  Second  Class  County 
Code,  1953  P.L.  723,  amended  1969  P.L.  335,  and  1967  P.L.  365. 

Increases  the  maximum  rate  of  taxation  in  second  class  A  counties  from 
20  mills  to  25  mills,  and  permits  any  county  of  the  second  class  and  second 
class  A  to  contribute  $25.00  toward  the  funeral  expenses  of  deceased  military 
veterans  and  their  widows,  in  addition  to  the  $75.00  mandatory  contribution. 
16  P.S.  4970,  5109-11 

Act  162 

Counties  -  Third  Class 

(S.B.  458,  P#  1136)  Approved:  12-15-71  Effective:  12-15-71 

Amends  Section  1770  of  the  County  Code,  1955  P.L.  323  amended  by  Act 
219  of  1970. 

Includes  third  class  counties  with  counties  of  the  fourth  to  eighth  classes 
in  the  prohibition  against  levying  a  tax  for  general  county  purposes  in  excess 
of  20  mills,  exclusive  of  requirements  for  payment  of  interest  and  principal 
on  funded  debt  and  for  payment  of  rentals  to  any  municipal  authority;  deletes 
the  15-mill  limit  on  such  taxes  for  third  class  counties.  16  P.S.  1770 

Act  60 

Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth  Class 

(H.B.  355,  P#  1517)  Approved:  7-29-71  Effective:  9-27-71 

Amends  Section  1999  (c)  of  the  County  Code,  1955  P.L.  323,  added  1965 
P.L.  644,  and  adds  Subsections  (d)  and  (e). 
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Authorizes  the  county  commissioners  to  purchase  or  lease  wells  and  facilities 
for  the  utilization  of  subsurface  water  resources,  and  to  lease  or  otherwise 
acquire  dams,  reservoirs  and  other  facilities  for  utilization  of  surface  and 
ground  water  for  water  supply  or  other  purposes  except  the  generation  of 
electric  energy;  authorizes  the  commissioners  to  contract  with  an  authority 
organized  by  the  county  for  utilization  of  water  resources,  to  transfer  facilities, 
and  to  assign  revenues  to  such  an  authority,  and  validates  any  such  contracts 
previously  made;  and  authorizes  any  county  to  contract  for  the  sale  of  water 
to  any  other  county  or  municipality  or  any  public  utility  at  rates  to  be 
determined  by  the  county.  16  P.S.  1999 


Act  120  Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth  Class 

(H.B.  1008,  P#  1521)  Approved:  11-5-71  Effective:  1-4-72 
Amends  Sections  1909  (a),  1910  and  1911  of  the  County  Code,  1955  P.L. 
323  amended  1967  P.L.  366. 

Permits  any  county  to  contribute  $25.00  toward  the  funeral  expenses  of 
deceased  military  veterans  and  their  widows,  in  addition  to  the  $75.00 
mandatory  contribution.  16  P.S.  1909-11 


Act  179  Counties  -  Third  to  Eighth  Class 

(H.B.  1621,  P#  2004)  Approved:  1-10-72  Effective:  3-10-72 
Amends  Section  1770  of  the  County  Code,  1955  P.L.  323,  amended  1970 
P.L.  647. 

Allows  any  county  of  the  fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  seventh  or  eighth  class  which 
becomes  a  county  of  the  third  class  to  collect,  for  a  period  of  four  years 
after  such  status  has  been  certified,  a  per  capita  tax  from  any  person  not 
to  exceed  a  total  of  $5.00  in  any  one  year  to  be  used  for  county  purposes.

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a  1938  retiree.  Repeals  1937  P.L.  1625  (third  class  counties);  the  Fourth 
Class  County  Retirement  Law,  1941  P.L.  298;  1941  P.L.  803  (counties  fifth 
to  eighth  class);  and  Section  1717  of  the  Second  Class  County  Code,  1953 
P.L.  723  (counties  second  class  A),  except  acts  done  and  rights  accrued  under 
repealed  acts  are  saved.

Commission,  of  whom  two  members  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
one  by  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  one  by  the  presiding 
officer  of  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  serve  until  the  end  of 
1972  and  thereafter  for  two  year  terms,  none  of  whom  may  hold  public  office 
during  their  membership;  the  Commission  shall  make  an  exhaustive  study  of

and  Traffic  Court  of  Philadelphia  and  the  officers  and  members  of  the  General 
Assembly;  as  soon  as  possible,  and  thereafter  at  or  before  the  beginning  of 
each  term  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  Commission  shall  submit  to  the 
Governor,  the  Chief  Justice,  and  the  presiding  officer  of  each  house  a  report 
establishing  all  such  compensation;  the  initial  report  shall  take  effect 
immediately  and  all  subsequent  reports  shall  take  effect  as  of  the  first  pay 
period  of  the  term  or  on  the  date  of  assumption  of  office  and  shall  have 
the  effect  of  law  unless  the  General  Assembly,  within  60  days,  rejects  all 
or  part  of  the  report  by  concurrent  resolution  or  enacts  legislation  establishing 
a  different  rate  of  pay  or  allowance;  increases  expense  allowances  of  members 
of  the  General  Assembly  from  $4,800  to  $8,400  and  deletes  an  extra  $1,200 
expenses  allowance  for  members  of  the  Senate  elected  in  1964.

in  deliberations  on  the  contract.  Failure  to  comply  shall  constitute  misconduct 
in  office  and  the  interested  person  shall  be  subject  to  removal;  the  transaction 
in  question  may  be  voided  at  the  discretion  of  the  board.  Deletes  the  provision 
prohibiting  the  sale  or  furnishing  of  supplies  to  a  State-aided  institution  by 
an  officer  or  board  member  directly  or  as  an  agent.

restores  the  45-mill  tax  on  the  gross  receipts  of  utilities;  and  repeals  the  Tax 
Act  of  1963  for  Education,  1956  P.L.  1228;  Corporate  Net  Income  Tax  Act 
1935  P.L.  208;  Corporation  Income  Tax  Law  1951  P.L.  1417;  Sections  20, 
21  and  23  of  1889  P.L.  420  (capital  stock-franchise  tax),  Section  1  (1)  of 
1897  P.L.  292  (bank  shares  tax),  Section  1  of  1907  P.L.  640  (insurance  and 
trust  companies  stock  tax),  1961  P.L.  33  (gross  premiums  tax),  and  1935

Requires  final  returns  to  be  filed  by  the  date  for  the  filing  of  Federal  income 
tax  returns  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954.  Imposes  the  12  per 
cent  tax  on  taxable  income  as  determined  under  the  Internal  Revenue  Code 
instead  of  on  net  income,  and  reduces  the  amount  of  the  tax  from  12  per 
cent  to  11  per  cent  beginning  with  the  second  six  months  of  1972,  or  the 
second  six  months  of  the  1972-73  fiscal  year.  Excludes  from  the  10-mill  tax 
the  capital  stock  of  domestic  and  foreign  corporations  invested  in 
manufacturing,  processing,  research  or  development  within  the  State,  and 
excludes  equipment,  machinery,  facilities  and  other  assets  used  within  the 
Commonwealth  for  water  and  air  pollution  control  or  abatement.  Exempts 
under  mining  and  refining,  the  extraction  from  waste  or  stock  piles  or  from 
pits  or  banks,  including  slag;  exempts  utility  services  only  when  purchased 
directly  by  the  user  for  his  own  residential  use;  and  excludes  the  sale  at  retail 
or  rental  of  motion  picture  film  for  commercial  exhibition  and  the  retail  sale 
or  use  of  mail  order  catalogs  and  direct  mail  advertising  materials.  72  P.S.

commits  the  library  to  participation  in  the  district  library  center  cooperative 
program;  permits  local  referenda  on  such  participation,  if  the  board  does  not 
act  to  participate,  on  the  petition  of  3  per  cent  of  the  number  of  persons 
voting  in  the  last  preceding  general  or  municipal  election;  a  majority  vote 
of  all  persons  voting  in  the  municipalities  comprising  the  direct  service  area 
requires  participation  by  the  local  library  board.  24  P.S.  4101  et  seq.

Act  112 

Counties 

(S.B.  459,  P#  1297)  Approved:  10-28-71  Effective:  10-28-71 

Amends  Section  629  of  the  Election  Code,  1937  P.L.  1333,  amended  1963

Requires  that  the  nomination  certificates  and  papers  for  a  special  election 
for  the  office  of  Representative  in  Congress,  Senator  and  Representative  in 
the  General  Assembly  must  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  not  later  than  50  days  prior  to  the  date  of  the  special  election;

judges  elected  at  the  municipal  election  of  November,  1973,  will  take  office;

activities,  devices  in  commercial  or  industrial  areas  on  portions  of  the  interstate 
system  of  which  any  part  was  acquired  on  or  before  July  1,  1956,  devices 
in  zoned  commercial  or  industrial  areas  within  the  boundaries  of  any 
incorporated  municipality  as  the  boundaries  existed  September  21,  1959,  or 
in  any  other  area  clearly  established  by  law  as  commercial  or  industrial  as 
of  that  date,  devices  in  commercial  or  industrial  areas  along  the  primary 
highway  system,  devices  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  as 
designed  to  give  information  in  the  interest  of  the  traveling  public,  and  any 
others  permitted  by  an  agreement  executed  June  23,  1961,  between  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  Federal  Government  which  conform  to  Federal  law. 
Establishes  size,  spacing,  and  lighting  requirements  but  exempts  devices  placed 
within  six  months  after  the  effective  date  under  the  lease  prior  to  the  effective 
date,  and  exempts  devices  in  commercial  or  industrial  zones  which  are  certified 
to  the  U.S.  Secretary  of  Transportation  as  otherwise  regulated  by  the  State 
or  by  local  political  subdivisions;  local  regulations  for  on-premise  signs  may 
not  be  more  strict  than  Federal  regulations.  Requires  annual  State  permits 
for  fees  of  $5,  $10,  or  $15  depending  upon  size,  except  in  incorporated 
municipalities  which  have  conforming  permit  procedures.  Provides  for  removal 
of  nonconforming  devices  and  for  just  compensation,  including  loss  of  rights 
of  the  property  owner;  all  receipts  and  expenditures  shall  be  made  through 
the  Highway  Beautification  Fund.  Repeals  1961  P.L.  101.  36  P.S.  2718-101 
to  2718.115

according  to  prior  provisions.  Amends  the  Bituminous  Coal  Pit  Mining 
Conservation  Act,  1945  P.L.  1198.

if  conditions  permit,  a  planting  or  seeding  program  or  alternate  provisions 
to  prevent  erosion  and  siltation,  a  timetable,  and  a  cost  estimate;  provides 
for  mine  drainage  treatment  facilities  where  necessary  to  prevent  stream 
pollution,  and  requires  plans  for  diversion  of  surface  water  and  for  prevention 
of  acid  mine  drainage  and  siltation;  requires  liability  insurance  by  the  operator 
of  at  least  $100,000  or  corresponding  ability  to  pay  claims,  and  the  posting 
of  a  bond  of  at  least  $5,000  or  cash  or  securities  with  the  Commonwealth 
to  insure  land  reclamation,  or  annual  payment  to  the  State  of  95  per  cent 
of  the  average  bond  premium;  requires  an  operation  and  progress  report  every 
90  days  and  a  new  map  annually,  and  permits  release  of  bonds  on  filing  of 
completion  reports  by  the  operator  except  that  the  Secretary  of  Environmental 
Resources  may  retain  5  per  cent  for  five  years  as  a  contingency  allowance; 
permits  the  Secretary  to  determine  and  prosecute  for  public  hazards;  prohibits 
opening  any  pit  within  100  feet  of  the  right-of-way  of  a  public  highway  or 
300  feet  of  an  occupied  residence,  school  or  public  facility,  except  for 
permitted  highway  relocations  and  requires  the  Secretary  to  designate  mine 
land  and  water  conservation  districts  with  an  inspector  in  each.  Repeals  1937 
P.L.  654,  1941  P.L.  133,  and  the  Anthracite  Strip  Mining  and  Conservation 
Act,  1947  P.L.  1095;  supersedes  all  local  ordinances  which  would  regulate 
surface  mining  and  preempts  such  regulation  by  the  State.  52  P.S.  1396.1 
et  seq.

Authorizes  cities  to  enact  housing,  fire  prevention,  electrical,  and  plumbing 
ordinances  and  codes  or  any  standard  or  nationally  recognized  code,  in  the 
same  manner  as  building,  fire  prevention  or  zoning  ordinances;  permits  the 
incorporation  by  reference  of  the  provisions  of  any  code  or  portions  thereof 
providing  three  copies  of  such  code  are  filed  with  the  clerk  and  made  available 
for  public  use  (and  are  so  filed  at  least  10  days  before  consideration  of  the 
ordinance  by  council);  no  portion  of  such  code  may  be  adopted  which  limits 
the  work  to  be  performed  to  any  type  of  construction  contractor,  or  labor

Adds  definitions  and  requires  the  acquiring  agency  to  reimburse  the  owner 
for  recording  fees,  transfer  taxes  and  other  transfer  costs,  penalty  costs  for 
prepayment  of  any  preexisting  mortgage,  pro  rata  real  property  taxes  and 
water  and  sewer  charges  paid  to  a  municipality  or  authority;  appraisal,  attorney 
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and  engineering  fees  where  no  declaration  of  taking  has  been  filed,  or  up 
to  $500  where  these  are  not  otherwise  reimbursible  for  increased  mortgage 
costs  or  replacement  property  if  not  otherwise  reimbursable  and  for  special 
damages  for  displacement,  which  include  actual  moving  expense  or  an  optional 
allowance  totaling  up  to  $500  according  to  a  schedule  of  the  acquiring  agency, 
two  options  for  displaced  business  or  farm  operations  plus  damages  of  $2,500 
to  $10,000  based  on  40  months  rental  or  average  annual  net  earnings, 
whichever  is  greater,  if  the  business  cannot  be  relocated  without  substantial 
loss  and  has  no  other  outlet,  and  up  to  $1 5,000  for  increased  costs  in  acquiring 
a  comparable  replacement  dwelling  which  is  decent,  safe,  sanitary,  adequate, 
reasonably  accessible  to  services  and  employment,  and  available  on  the  private 
market,  or  for  tenants,  the  extra  lease  cost  up  to  $4,000  for  four  years  on 
comparable  facilities  or  up  to  $4,000  as  down  payment  on  an  adequate 
dwelling.  Requires  the  attorney  general  to  establish  rules  and  regulations  for 
assuring  prompt  payments,  prepayment  in  hardship  cases,  and  maximum 
payment  to  which  the  condemnee  is  entitled,  and  exempts  all  relocation 
payments  from  State  and  local  income  taxes,  from  welfare  eligibility,  and 
from  attachment.

amended.  Authorizes  Industrial  Development  Authorities  to  enter  into 
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acquisition  agreements  for  industrial  and  commercial  development  projects, 
including  commercial  and  office  buildings,  parking  garages  and  buildings  for 
service  industries  and  the  necessary  equipment  and  furnishings,  with  a 
developer  or  other  occupant  provided  that  funds  borrowed  by  the  Authority 
are  secured  by  assignment  of  leases  or  agreements  of  sale  to  assure  repayment.

Includes  sewing  machines,  office  equipment  and  machinery,  shoe  repair 
machinery  and  tools,  and  beauty  and  barber  shop  furniture  and  equipment 
within  exemptions  from  levy  and  sale  on  distress  for  rent  when  specified  notice 
is  given  and  permits  marking  or  attachment  of  the  name  and  address  of  the 
owner,  lender,  lessor  or  conditional  vendor  on  a  visible,  rather  than  a 
conspicuous  part  of  all  such  exempted  property  in  lieu  of  such  notice.  68

Act  148  Mortgage  Loans 

(H.B.  1046,  P#  1164)  Approved:  12-1-71  Effective:  12-1-71 
Amends  Sections  903-5,  908,  912,  915  and  922  of  the  Savings  Association

for  residential  use  by  five  or  more  families  in  excess  of  75  per  cent,  and 
increases  the  mortgage  percentage  on  other  income-producing  property  from 
70  to  75  per  cent;  allows  five-year  loans  on  the  security  of  a  developed  lot, 
or  a  site  for  construction  of  a  permanent  one-family  residence,  up  to  75  per 
cent  of  the  fair  market  value,  free  of  time  requirements  for  commencement 
of  construction;  allows  savings  associations  to  make  mortgage  loans,  and  to 
invest  funds,  under  the  Industrial  Development  Authority  Law,  1967  P.L.  251; 
permits  the  Department  by  regulation  to  authorize  repayment  schedules  and 
to  extend  the  time  of  the  first  payment  beyond  24  months,  except  for  trade-in 
and  development  loans  and  those  made  on  sales  of  property  by  the  association; 
and  permits  the  Department,  by  regulation,  to  allow  savings  associations  to 
invest  more  than  1  per  cent  of  their  assets  in  service  corporations.

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requirements  of  USA  standard  Z-97.1-1966  or  other  requirements  adopted 
by  the  Department;  sets  penalties  of  $500  to  $1,000  and/or  one  to  two  years; 
designates  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  as  enforcement  agency  for 
provisions  pertaining  to  commercial  and  public  buildings;  and  repeals  1965 
P.L.  1028.  35  P.S.  5811-18

Act  79  Cities,  Boroughs,  Towns,  Townships,  Counties

Permits  up  to  two  blue  lights  of  a  flashing  or  revolving  type  to  be  displayed 
on  the  front  of  a  vehicle  operated  by  volunteer  firemen  on  a  street  or  highway 
when  answering  fire  or  emergency  calls;  prohibits  flashing  of  such  lights  during 
the  operation  of  a  vehicle  at  any  other  time;  provides  that  a  list  of  names 
of  volunteer  firemen  to  be  permitted  to  use  such  lights  may  be  signed  by 
the  chief  of  a  fire  company  or  hose  company,  as  well  as  the  chief  of  a  fire 
department,  that  such  lists  may  be  filed  with  the  nearest  substation  of  the 
State  Police,  and  that  no  prior  approval  of  such  lights  shall  be  necessary; 
and  requires  that  blue  lights  be  removed  from  a  vehicle  within  10  days  of 
receipt  by  the  owner  of  a  notice  by  the  fire  chief,  or  the  termination  of 
a  person’s  employment  as  a  volunteer  fireman,  or  ceasing  to  use  the  vehicle 
in  connection  with  duties  as  a  volunteer  fireman.  75  P.S.  815

than  $25,000  to  any  county  including  its  municipalities  and  townships;

Includes  Port  Authorities  and  Transportation  Authorities  within  the 
definition  of  “mass  transportation  systems”,  and  defines  non-authority  carriers 
in  this  definition  as  those  holding  a  certificate  of  the  Public  Utility 
Commission,  rather  than  those  subject  to  PUC  jurisdiction;  includes  buses 
operated  by  a  municipality  authority,  port  authority  or  transportation 
authority  within  the  definition  of  “motor  omnibus”  and  exempts  them  from 
the  definition  of  “school  bus”  whether  or  not  they  are  used  as  school  buses;
